California Itretslers. wealthy men like Clarence 
WaterboiiM- and Adolph Spreckles, who own great 
bnisling farms in the state, have said that they 
Would eoutribiite heavily to a r<-S|»onsible euteritrlsc 
that eont<-uiplat<-<i Ituildiiig a raeetra<-k at Tia Juana, 
if raeiug <'otild not be resuuusl iu California. They 
Slave not indieatisl any ebaiige of mind reeeiitly, so 
It is to be presumed that they stitt are willing to 
aid in that project. 

JaiiK's Butler, the mnlti-millionaire, of New York, 
who built the Voukers racetrack and is the heaviest 
stm-k holiler in the Juarez raeiug plant, is rei>orted 
to hav«- Imm'U eonsidering the division of winter rac- 
ing iM'tween Juarez ami Tia Juana, but held off lie- 
cans.- of the pros|MCt that raeiug might be resumed 
in California. 

The vote against the breeders’ bill indic.Ttes that 
racing in California with any form of Ix-tting will 
remain only a dream for an indelinite number of 
years, so there is no necessity for further delay by 
these men if they still are considering the experi- 
. luent of racing at Tia Juana.
